Swift & Co., Armour A Co., Wilson 
A Co., Morris & Co., and Cudahy 
Co., jointly or separately, control 
five hundred and seventy-four com­ 
panies and have a minority interest 
in ninety-five others, and a determ ­ 
ined Interest in n:nety-three, and 
that they produce and deal in no 
less than seven hundred and seven­ 
ty-five home commodities, the re­ 
port pictures startlingly a packer 
invasion into all related and unre­ 
lated industries.

He was survived by a large 
number of relatives. 
The 
yaiya 
ceremony was carried out with all 
the Indian customs and traditions, 
beginning Friday. July 4. and con­ 
tinuing three days. 
A large number of

sons. as well as Indians, of other 
tribes, 
witnessed 
the 
proceedings, 
manv for the first time. 
In 
observing 
the custom 
there 
is no set calendar date fixed, but 
the date is appointed by the closest 
relative of the

The 
reason 
for 
this,

consolation 
to the bereaved ones, invitations are 
jsent apprising them of the time and 
place where the ceremony will be, 


I held. 
In olden times this was done 
by messenger, but during modern 
times 
the same object 
is accom­ 
plished through the medium of the 
United States mail. 
A prominent Choctaw Indian, in 
explaining this custom, said: 
When 
the 
white 
people 
bury 
their dead they observe the custom 
of holding funeral services either at 
the home of the deceased or at the 
church, and again at the grave, after 
which the usual period of mourning 
is indulged in. 
The Indian, too, 
observes 
this ceremony, but 
feels 
that 
it does not 
suffice, and 
for 
that reason we believe it titling to 
maintain ancient 
traditions 
in or­ 
der that all relatives and friends 
may be present.’

Europeans, as they become increasingly acquaint­ 
ed with Americans and their customs, are especially as­ 
tonished at the amount of water we drink. 
When ice, 
is added to cool the water, their astonishment verges* 
on stupefaction. 
It is true that Americans are water-drinkers; and. 
Americans, take them en masse, are healthier thai! 
Europeans largely because they do drink more water. 
The scant use of water in those foreign countries 
is due mainly to the fact that their water supplies are 
poor, and wells are frequently infected with disease 
germs. Sanitation is in its infancy over there as com­ 
pared with this country. The European likes his light 
wine and his beer, of course, hut he would he less de­ 
voted to them if his water was fit to drink. 
It is probable that a more advanced idea of sanitary 
water supply will be one of the chief results of the long 
stay of our armies in Europe. A few years from now 
the source of astonishment will be not the amount of 
water we consume, but the fact the Europeans them­ 
selves ever thought life possible with such slight and 
unsafe supplies of drinking water. If this proves true, 
it will be one of the greatest gifts of America to the 
countries over the sea.

none of it was equipped with even j 
partial refrigeration facilities. The 
statement declares that, aside from

ships, it is* urged by the fruit grow­ 
ers. should have a speed of from 
12 to 14 knots.
